Tenicey Blarch 25. On the 13th of February, 
the noble Paul Renier, 118th Doge of this repu- 
blic, died in the 78th year of his age. That tlie 
Carnival might not be interrupted, d_to allow 
time for the government to take fuch nceflary fteps 
as his demife required, it,was not pubicly announ- 
ced till the fecond of this morth. “The effigy of 
the late Doge was then expofed in oni of the apart- 
ments of the Palace, in his ducal orramentss On 
the 3d, the Grand Council proceedec to the choice 
of five correétors, appointed to réviev and correct 
the ftatutes, which his fucceflor was to be {worn 
duly to obferve, immediately upon hg election.— 
The folemn obfequies were celebrated the sth, and 
the next day began the ceremonies of the election 
of.a new Doge. After the known formalities, with 
which forty-one electors are chofen, and oved 
by the Grand Council, they were {hut ap,’ the tth, 
in the Palace of St Mark, where they remained all 
that day and the following night, and on che! text 
they agreed to elec Doge of the republic, tne neble 
Lewis Manini, Procurator of St Mark, formerly 
Podeftarto of the republic to Vincentia and Breicia, 
Proveditor General, &c. Though this nobleman, 
who is 63 years of age, has ferved the firft offices 
in the magiftracy, he was not expected to have 
been elevated to the fupreme dignity; nor had he 
been named among thofe candidates, whom the pu- 
blic report had marked out. 

His famity, though powerful in their fortunes, 
are not among the moft ancient in the Republic ; 
they came from Friuli to Venice in 1651, after one 
of their anceftors had advanced a fum of i00,000 
ducats for the expences of the war in which the re- 
public was then involved. a arene 

On the roth, was. performed the ceremony‘of the 
coronation, which was followed by public entertains 
ments and rejoicings. On the 15th, the new Doge 
firft prefided at the Grand Council, which forms the 
fovereignty of the republic; to whom he delivered 
a {peech, thanking them for his election. 

The 16th, that affembly filled the office of procu- 
rator of St Mark, vacated by their new prefident,

Aedoubt arofe in the mind of the Clerk, whether 
the fignature was of the hand-writing of the Right 
Honourable Sir John Goodricke, Baronet, an old 
Gentleman, who had for forty years kept cafh at 
the houfe of Meffrs Hoare. Ik was infpe&ted by o- 
thers, and, on reflecting, that the Right Hon. Baro- 
net wus often afflicted with the gout, they conclu- 
ded it was not improbable the ¢haracter of his hand 
writing wight be in fome refpetts altered. In con- 
fequence of that circumftance, after fome difcourfe 
with the perfon who fought the payment, they gave 
him the following bank-notes, viz. one, No. 2925 
dated ce 14th of February for 500. ; and another, 
No. 954, dated the 25th of February, for 300 1.— 
The prifoner then wituefled the bill with the name 
of Brewer, 

On the fame day, he went to Bowman and Com- 
pany’s, bankers, Lombard Street, and defired to 
Open an account with them; which, after fome cof- 
verfation with one of the partners, be did, by givin 
them. 8001. and taxing out bank-notes for 2001. 
faying, the remaining 600 |. fhould continue in the 
bankers hands for fome time. He then went down 
to Gravefend, afid continued there until Monday, 
with a woman. who cohabiied with him for fome 
time, On their arrival at the banking houfe of 
Meifl. Bowman and Co, they were fecured, the bill 
for 8001, on Meff. Hoare having been difcovered to 
bea forgery. . va! 

When the prifoner appeared at the public office, 
he was brought forward as near as poflible to Sir 
John Goodricke, who fat in the window. Sir John 
was altonithed to fee brought before him for fuch an 
offence, a perfon who had been fo much the object 
of his bounty; for Sir John faid, he knew the pri- 
funer very well, and that a fhort time ago he had 
procured for him a very eligible employment ; and, 
in order to encourage and'enable him to make a 
genteel commencement, he lent him go]. \ and, at 
the fame time, gave him another 401. This the 
prifoner admitred ; but faid, he,received the bill in 
queltion of Mr Smith, the perfStieto whom it pur- 
ports to be payable. 

All the parties who attended to give their evi- 
dence, were .then bound over to profecute, ani 
the prifoner was committed to take his trial for the 
forgery.
